Nutrition is no exception. 
Milk offers perhaps the widest 
variety of essential nutrition 
that any one food offers. Thus 
milk is good for people of all 
ages, from birth to death. 
Protein Always Needed 
Milk is an excellent source of 
the highest quality protein. You 
do not lose your need for high 
quality protein after weaning. 
During early growth years and 
then for the rest of your life, you 
need this protein daily. Your 
need for calcium, similarly, is 
high throughout life. It is not a 
need that dwindles away, or one 
that is easy to satisfy with other 
foods in your meals.

generous amounts of vitamin A 
and is usually fortified with 
vitamin D. Milk is important, 
too, as a source of riboflavin as 
well as smaller but significant 
amounts of all other nutrients 
except iron and vitamin C.

State tax return processing is 
running ahead of last year, 
thanks to the media and 
couple of new machines. 
It was expected to be behind 
schedule, since elimination of 
sales tax credits resulted in 
fewer and smaller refunds. 
State Tax Commissioner Donald 
Clark reported processing was 
three to four weeks ahead of last 
year and the jam of last minute 
returns was reduced by almost 
350.000 compared to last year 
Clark said: “Right now we 
are processing better than 
90.000 refunds in the average 
week and expect to finish in 
about 3 weeks, w hich will be 3 to 
4 weeks ahead of last year. 
Thanks to good cooperation by 
the media and we reduced the 
number of returns coming in 
during the last two weeks before 
the deadline from almost a 
million 
returns to about 
700,000.'' 
Clark also thanked the media 
for co-operating in a campaign 
to encourage taxpayers to send 
remittances by check or money 
order, completed w ith the name 
of the Department of Revenue, 
rather than blank checks or 
cash. He said: “A year ago we 
had some problems with people 
taking checks not properly filled 
out and converting them to their 
own use. The State Police 
arrested two people and we 
purchased two letter opening 
machines for $54,000 which 
gives us better control.” 
The Department of Revenue 
handles from 15 to 20 million 
pieces of incoming and outgoing 
mail a year, and it is impossible 
to design a system completely 
free of error. The new system is 
designed to hold mistakes at a 
minimum and give better 
control over documents. 
This year the Department will 
handle about $1.6* billion, up 
from $1.2 billion last year. Clark 
observed: “That is about 400 
million more than the 92 County 
Treasurers collected last year 
in property taxes." He is a great 
believer in property tax relief, 
believing Indiana has a good 
program. He said: “The great

last 8 years were on property 
with the taxes too high at the 
beginning. During that time 
they increased about 10 percent 
a year. The system is much 
more equitable now." 
Indiana is still relatively low- 
on overall taxes paid, according 
to Clark. He added: “Hoosiers 
are being rewarded for being 
relatively conservative on 
spending of tax dollars. 
Governor Otis Bowen failed to 
rename James Mathis head of 
the Departm ent, although 
Dem ocrats and Republicans 
alike considered him one of the 
best in the business. Bowen 
found 
a 
fully 
qualified 
replacem ent. 
Clark 
was 
assistant vice president and 
treasurer of Indiana University 
for 16 years, served as State 
Budget director, deputy auditor 
of state and on the state board of 
accounts before joining IU. 
Clark gives Mathis credit for 
good job. He told me: "The 
Intangible Tax Section has 
become a big money maker for 
the state. My predecessor put it 
on the face of the individual and 
corporate returns. The amount 
of money collected jumped from 
$8 to $9 million to around $22 
million in 4 or 5 years. Tax 
accountants have to sign the 
return and will not do so unless 
it is right.” 


The Department could use 
more auditors, and they would 
pay for their own work. Clark 
said: “We have 210 auditors on a 
bipartisan basis and we hope to 
expand. We have found we get a 
tremendous return on the 
taxpayers dollars. The audit 
division costs us about $1.5 
million a year, and we figure it 
as a bad year if we don’t collect 
$13 to $15 million. Wfe get 10 to 
one return on their salaries, and 
the better the auditors, the 
higher percentage of return we 
get." 
Taxpayers are given two 
notices of delinquencies. W’hen 
they disregard them, a warrant 
is issued and they are hit with 
additional charges, including 10 
percent for the sheriff. It in­ 
creases rather than decreases 
their problems, which Clark 
termed “unfortunate.” 


Fuel shortages, and reduced 
use due to inflated costs have 
led to dire predictions on state 
tax collections. Clark does not 
believe it will be as bad as 
predicted. He pointed out the 
final two quarters of last year 
were up over the previous year, 
and the decrease this quarter 
looks slight. He expects it to 
average about 5 percent less for 
the entire fiscal year. 
With local option taxes 
adopted by about one third of 
the counties, it gave the 
Department an opportunity to 
develop a system and see that it 
worked without a rush. Com­ 
bined with the complex circuit 
breaker on property tax, the 
Department is handling more 
pieces of paper and more 
complicated returns. They still 
expect to complete all returns a 
month ahead of last year.
